A BOY KILLED AND THROWN IN-

His Companion Charged with the 
Murder—Threats of Lynching 
Caused Great Excitement. 


Columbia, S. C., June 12.—(Special.)— 
There is great excitement in the mill town 


of Piedmont, Greenville county, and Austin > 


Sammonds, a weaver, eighteen years old, 
has been lodged in Greenville jail to pre- 
vent lynching. 

Several days ago Frank Griffin, a four- 
teen-year-old boy, who worked in a spin- 
ning mill, disappeared. No trace of him 
could be found for two days, when fisher- 
men in the Pacol river said they had seen 
Griffin and Sammonds going up the river on 
the evening the boy disappeared and that 
Sammonds had a gun, which they shortly 
after heard fired. Sammonds denied having 
been with Griffin., 

Yesterday another young man divulged 
a confession made to him by Sammonds, 
Who told him that he had shot Griffin 
twice with his shotgun—once in the eyes and 
face and then in the s'de of the nead-—- 
and dumped his body in the river, He 
Save no reason for his crime. 

The feeling against Sammons was so 
Strong that he has been hurried to the 
county seat so as to be under militia pro- 
tection if necessary.

SIX FOR SILVER. 


The Minnesota Delegation to Guicago 


Contains Six Silver Men. 

St. Paul, Minn., June 12.—The Minnesota 
delegation to the national democratic con- 
vention stands for gold standard, 12; for 
silver restoration, 6. The unit rule was 
not adopted. 

This is regarded here as a decided Vic- 
tory for the silver men, when all the facts 
are considered. 

Minnesota has all along been conceded 
by silver men to the friends of the gold 
standard. It is a noticeable and notable 
fact, however, that all of the counties that 
have acted recently elected silver dele- 
gates to the state convention, while those 
which acted earlier were controlled by the 
administration forces. 

The silver wave which has been sweeping 
through the country, and which has grown 
rapidly in this section during the past few 
weeks, is still growing, and the feeling 
here is that the efforts of the republicans 
to shift the issue to the tariff will fail 
utterly. 

The people expect this campaign to be 
made on the financial issue; and when it 
comes, the majority of them in this section 
will be found arrayed against the single 
gold standard.

The Cuban sympathizers have taken ad- 
vantage of his presence to attempt to se- 
duce him to their side by addressing him 
all sorts of complaints on their wrongs 
and sufferings. A letter addressed to the 
consul general has been printed anony- 
mously and is circulating from hand to 
hand, and although it is whispered that 
the original document has been signed in 
his presence by prominent citizens, mostly 
all property owners, their names are with- 
held for fear of persecution by the Spanish 
authorities. The document is very wel! 
written and states in plain, straightfor- 
ward words the real situation of the is- 
land. It proves in unmistakable language 
that the Cuban problem cannot be solved 
by the Spariards—for even if they should 
grant home rule on the Canadian plan it 
would never work for two powerful objec- 
tions—the army and the debt. They con- 
sequently believe that the only practical 
solution is American intervention to save 
the island from the ruin which is staring 
her ‘n the face. 

The Americans espectaliy have good rea- 
sons for feeling joyful on account of the 
arrival’ of Consul General Lee, for they 
know they have a good friend and a stanch 
supporter of their rights. He has already 
given proofs of his interest in all that 
concerns his fellow citizens by obtaining 
Dawley's release and forcing the authorities 
to mitigate the condition of the Competior

Were in Flour, Lard, Sugar, Petroleum 
and Tobacco—Wheat, Corn and 
Pork Go Down. 


New York, June 12.—Bradstreet’s tomor 


row will say: 
‘There is little or no effort to push busi- 


ness at a period of so much uncertainty as 


to the precise terms of the financial plank 
to be adopted by the great political na- 
tional conventions. The general merchan- 
dise movement continues dull and conserva- 
tive as heretofore, retailers, with few ex- 
ceptions, buying only for immediate neces- 
sities. Mercantile collections continue slow 
and unsatisfactory, and there is no gain 


in the cotton, woolen goods, iron or steel 
industries. General trade in the central 


western states remains quiet. No improve- 
ment is reported from Chicago, as com- 
pared with unsatisfactory records of re- 
cent weeks. Improvement in demand for 
staples at St. Louis is among dealers in 
paints and drugs. Kansas City and Omaha 
report relatively the best demand among 
western jobbing centers, notably among 
wholesalers of dry goods, shoes and hats, 
and agricultural implements. Reports from 
southern distributing centers announce an 
almost uniformly quiet trade, although 
good rains in terrtiory tributary to Charles- 
ton and to New Orleans have improved the 
crop outlook and wholesale trade. In Texas 
corn is suffering for want of rain. 

“The total volume of bank clearings in 
the United States for six business days 
ending with June llth, is $938,000,000, or 3,1 
per cent less than last week and 6.5 less 
than in the corresponding week of 18%. 

“So far as the movement :of prices is 
concerned, the contrast with ast week lies 
in advances for flour, lard, sugar, petroleum 
and tobacco. Decreases in recent weeks 
are followed by still lower prices for wheat, 
Indian corn, oats, pork, cotton and print 
cloths. Practically unchanged quotations 
are announced for leather, lumber, live 
stock and coffee. Wool, which is not firm, 
is nominally unchanged. 

“The total number of business tailures 
throughout the United States this week is 
234, compared. with 236 last week and 232 
in the second week of June, 1895.’’ 

Business Outlook Not Improved. 

R. G. Dunn & Co., will say tomorrow in 
their weekly review of trade: 

“Failures for the week have been 246. in 
the United States against 21 last year, anu 
27 in Canada against 24 last year. Specula- 
tive reaction has not in the least changed 
the business outlook. The fictitious: priced 
made for wheat and cotton meant no good 
except for individuals, and the change to 
prices more nearly in accord with actual 
relations of demand and supply only con- 
form to conditions which have been well 
known for months. It is not the time to 
look for marked improvement in industries, 
and the best thing that can be said of 
them is that none have as yet been serious- 
ly disturbed by threatened labor difficulties. - 
It seems not improbable that all such diffi- 
culties may be averted except perhaps the 
controversy about wages of iron puddlers 
and tin plate workers. The output of pig 
iron June Ist was 182,220 tons weekly against 
769,532 May Ist and only 525,617 January Ist. 
These figures show that while consumption | 
is fair; it is much below the actual output 
of pig iron, and markets are extremely 
dull because a great number of orders for 
finished products are kept back by uncer- 
tainty regarding the maintenance of prices 
‘by the various pools and combinations. 
The billet pool has been able to make its 
first large sale, while middlemen are still 
selling billets at Pittsburg 50c to $1 per 
ton lower than the pool price, and the ap- 
prehendeg weakness in finished products 
has clearly appeared, although the nail 
associations by taking in the Pittsburg wire 
company and Baackes & Co, of Pittsburg, 
has been able to hold prices for a time. 
But steel bars have been sold at le, against

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What They Are Doing to Control the 
Florida Convention. 


THE STATE IS FOR SILVER 


And the Gold Men Get County Con- 
ventions To Make No Expressions 
on the Financial Situation. 


Ocala, Fla., June 12.—The silver democrats 
of Florida have won the fight against the 
gold standard and its attendant bond Iis- 
sues, but it is a question whether they will 
enjoy the fruits of their victory. Enough 
of the forty-five counties in the state have 
acted to show that the free coinage men 
will have a majority of the delegates to 
the state convention which will meet at 
Ocala on June 16th. That convention will 
nominate a state ticket, from governor 
down, and also elect eight delegates to 
the national convention to be held at Chi- 
oago. 

Beaten in the county conventions, it is 
now apparent that the gold standard men 
will try to control the state convention 
by dark lantern methods. In -fact, these 
dark lantern methods have already been 
used in several of the county ecnventions, 
in order to prevent an expression on the 
financtal question. As county after coun- 
ty declared for silver, the advocates of 
gold became alarmed, and set about to 
check the free coinage tide. The plan they 
adopted was very simple—so simple that 
the bi-metallists did not realize how dan- 
gerous it was. It was simply to have the 
county conventions ignore ~ the financial 
question and pass it on to the state conven- 
tion for settlement. 

Hon. W. D. Chipley, candidate for the 
United States serfate; Congressman C. 
M. Cooper, also a senatorial candidate, and 
Congressman S. M. Sparkman, chairman 
of the state democratic executive commit- 
teé, are credited with having evolved this 
plan to ‘“‘bunco’’ the people on the financial 
question. Each of these men is a gold 
standard man, though Cooper is the most 
pronounced in his’ views. Chipley and 
Sparkman would probably call themselves 
“international bimetallists,’’ which is the 
euphemistic phrase that has so long been 
used to deceive the people, 

Chipley represents west Florida, Cooper 
the central] section, while Sparkman is 
from the extreme southern portion of the 
state. In combination they thought they 
would be able to stay the silver wave pro- 
vided they worked under cover. They be- 
gan the dark lantern work in their home 
counties. In Escambia county, the home of 
Chipley, the democratic convention entire- 
ly ignored the financial question, In Hills- 
borough county, the home of Sparkman, a 
free coinage resolution was intro- 
duced. G. B. Sparkman, a rel. 
ative of the congressman, immediately 
arose and begged for its withdrawal. He 
stated that he was a bimetallist and so was 
Congressman Sparkman, but the county 
ecnvention was no place to consider the 
financial question. His plea prevailed, the 
resolution was withdrawn -and Hillisbor- 
ough’s delegation goes to the state conven- 
tion without instructions. In Duval county, 
the home of Congressman Cooper, the same 
game was played. Free silver resolutions 
were voted down, and the delegates g0 
uninstructed. And so it hag happened in 
every county which the gold-plated trio 
could control, 

It is stated on good authority that the 
gold men made up a fund and employed 


one of the shrewdest politicians in the state 


td visit the various county conventions 

and prevent, if possible, the passage of 

silver resolutions. Gold resolutions were 

not asked for. The yellow schemers sim- 

ply wanted ‘‘uninstructed” delegations sent 

to the state convention. Whether this poli- 

tician was employed by the gold men or 

not, he has appeared at several county con- 

ventions, and in some instances counties 

considered safe for silver have sent unin- 

structed delegates. This politician, talking 

about the Polk county convention, which 

was held at Bartow, said: ‘‘Why, the sil-4 
‘ver men had a majority of the convention, 

but we worked matters so cleverly that no 

instructions were voted.’ It is claimed 

that the emissary is being well paid for 
his services in trying to throttle silver sen- 

timent. 

But while tris scheme has been indus- 
triously worked, it has been effective in 
only a few counties. About thirty-five of 
the forty-five counties in the state have 
chosen delegates to the state convention. 
And of these thirty-five, about twenty-five 
have declared for silver. The remaining 
ten made no declaration on the money 
question, but passed it on to the state con- 
vention, It is significant as illustrating the 
strength of the silver sentiment, that in the 
counties which did not instruct, owing to 
the manipulations of the gold men,’ no 
mention was made of the gold standard. 
The friends of gold did not dare to fight 
in the open. They knew that an attempt 
to instruct for gold would be overwhelm- 
ingly defeated. So they contented them- 
selves with uninstructed delegates, hoping 
to be able to mold them to their purpose at 
Ocala, 

The hope of the gold men is to secure 
enough uninstructed delegates to give them 
a fighting chance for control of the state 
convention. If their scheme should suc- 
ceed, the money question will probably 
be ignored at Ocala, and then an effort be 
made.to elect uninstructed delegates to 
Chicago. But, while ‘‘uninstructed,” these 
‘delegates will be for gold and will appear 
in yellow colors at Chicago. 

Nor have the gold standard men dis- 
dained republican aid. In Jacksonville 
there:has been a fight for years between 
factions of the democratic party known as 
“straightouts” and “‘antis.’’ The “straight- 
outs” are life-long democrats, and make 
no deals with republicans. The ‘“‘antis’”’ 
have been dealing with republicans right 
along, and by these deals secured the party 
machinery. The democratic party has been 
badly split, but this year a truce was 
patched up and “straightouts” and ‘‘antis”’ 
last week went into the same primary. Un- 
der the call only democrats were eligible 
to vote, but the “antis’’ claimed that na- 
tional republicans, who voted the state and 
county democratic ticket, should be allow- 
ed to participate in the primaries. The 

“straightouts”’” protested, but the protest 
was in vain, as the ‘‘antis’’ had the machin- 
ery. So the republicans voted, and the con- 

sequence was the ‘‘antis’’ controlled the 

Duval county convention, and the silver 
resolutions introduced by “‘straightout’”’ del- 
egates were voted down. In this case the 
spectacle was presented of republicans par- 
ticipating in the election of men who would 
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aid in selecting delegates to the national 
democratic convention, and who would also 
aid in nominating a candicate for congress. 
Naturally, the s0-called democrats who. 
won by the aid of republican votes, opposed 
the passage of free silver resolutions. They 
owed that much to their republican allies. 
The silver men have fought against over- 
whelming odds. Every corporation in the 
state was against them, and corporations 
wield a tremendous power in Florida. Sen- 
ator Tillman, of South Carolina, who made 
two speeches in the state during the fight 
went back to Washington and reported 
that the “‘corporations had their fingers on 
the throat of the state.’’ But with the cor- 
porationg and Cleveland's office holders 
against them, and with no daily paper to 
battle for them, the silvér men have tri- 
umphed. The democratic people were for 
free coinage, and they have spoken despite 
all influences to the contrary. 

The campaign has had some novel feat- 
ures, the most striking of which was the 
action of Jefferson county, the home of 
United States Senator Pasco. That county 
has twenty-four delegates in the state con- 
vention, and the democrats were so afraid 
that a gold advocate would slip in that 
each man proposed for delegate was made 
to ascend the platform and swear that he 
would support only a free silver plank and 
free silver men ‘for office, Senator Pasco 
heads this delegation and is expected to 
lead the fight for silver at Ocala. 
Undoubtedly the silver men will have 
a majority at the state convention. The 
only question now is whether they will 
reap the fruits of victory or be ‘‘buncoed.”’ 
The gold men know they are beaten, and 
their only hope is to use the delegates from 
counties which did not. instruct in a con- 
fidence game on the white metal men. If 
they succeed. Florida’s delegates to Chica- 
go will be “uninstructed’’ but really for 
gold. The silver leaders, however, are alert 
and will fight hard to prevent being rob- 
bed of their well-earned victory. 


BRADLEY MAY BE EXPELLED. 


The A. P. A. Jumps on Kentucky’s 
Governor for an Appointment. 
Louisville, Ky., June 12.~American Pro- 
tective Association Couneil No. 61 has the 
following preamble and resolution calling 
on the order for the expulsion of Gover ior 

Bradley: 

“Whereas, Reliable information having 
been received by council No. 61, American 
Protective Association, that Hon. W. O. 
Bradley, governor of Kentucky, a mcm- 
ber of this order, has appointed one John 
H. Whallen, a Roman Catholic and noto- 
riously corrupt politician, as a member of 
the Chickamauga park commission—a state 
and national commission of federal and 
confederate associates involving ‘he high 
honor and the sacred sentiments of a re- 
united and loval people; therefore, be it 
“Resolved. That this council in. regular 
session assembled hereby expresses its posi- 
tive condemnation of said act of appoint- 
ment and respectfully requests its seereta- 
ry to transmit to the honorable governor 
and honorable state board of our assovia- 
tion the action of this body hereon, and 
that a like resolution of censure should 
follow from each council of the licutucky 
jurisdiction with charges and svecifications 
for his expulsion from the order.’ 


M’KINLEYS CALLERS. 
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One Comes All the Way from Berlin 
To See the Ohio Man. 

Canton, O., June 12.—General C. W. Fair- 
banks. of Indianapolis, who has been fa- 
vorably mentioned for temporary chairman 
of the St. Louis convention, cailed: upon 
Major McKinley. this morning. After 
a consultation of several hours’ duration 
with the governor General Fairbanks re- 
turned to Cleveland at noon. 

General Fairbanks had nothing to say 
for publication.

large discretion, which, if exerted bona fide 
for the protection of the public, is beyond 
the reach of judicial inquiry. 
“But little more need be said in answer 
to the final contention of the plaintiff in 
error, that the assumption of a right to 
forbid the consolidation of parallel and 
competing lines is in interference with the 
power of congress over interstate com- 
merce. The same remark may be maue 
with respect to all police regulations of 
cet vance seta ay All such regulations 
ntertere’ indirectly, more or less,. with 
commerce between states, in the fact that 
they impose a burden upon the instru- 
ments of such commerce, and add some- 
thing to the cost of transportation, by the 
expense incurred in conforming to such 
regulations.

Columbus, Ga., June 12.—(Special.j--A 
mass meeting of the democrats of Muscogee 
county will be held at noon tomorrow at 
the Springer opera house. A new evunty 
executive committee is to be selectel. The 
present executive committee, compose? of 
some of the county’s most prominent cero- 
crast, has done its duty well. The metter 
of selecting congressional delegates will 
-probably be among those that will come 
up. Every county in the fourth congres- 
sional district has acted, with the exception 
of Muscogee.

It is the consensus of opinion that Fill 
and Dunham are the favorite candidates in 
this county, though Judge Adamson’'s 
friends claim that he stands a good show- 
ing, and in support of their supposition 
cite his political career. One matter is 
certain, however. There is plenty of good 
material to select from. The candidates 
comprise some of the most prominent and 
popular democrats and citizens of the 
fourth district. While Mr. Moses has a 
larger vote than any other of the candi- 
dates so far, it is claimed by those who are 
opposed to him that he will surely get left 
this time. This is not the first time Mr. 
Moses has been in a critical position, how- 
ever, and his confidence apparently has not 
deserted him. Mr. Moses is noted for com- 
ing in at the last moment when apparently 
everything is against him. Whether or not 
he pulls through this time will be awaited 
with great interest. 

It is possible that at the very last mo- 
ment a Muscogee man may be nominated 
at the meeting by some enthusiastic ad- 
mirer and Muscogee’s delegates instructed 
in his behalf; or it is barely possible that 
two such: nominations may be placed he- 
fore the meeting.

Chancellor Boggs of the State University 
Submits His Report. 


A SPLENDID YEAR’S WORK 


Makes Numerous Recommendations. 
Improvements That Will Help 
‘the University. 


Athens, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)—The re- 
port of Chancellor Boggs to the board of 
trustees is one of the most interesting 
documents ever sent to that body by 4 
chancellor of the university. 

Not only does it show the splendid re- 
sults of the year’s work, but it also maps 
out a line of improvement that will raise 
the university to a still higher standard. 

It refers to the fact that the enrollment 
this year is 280, an excess of fourteen over 
any previous enroitiment at the university. 
Of that number forty-one are in the law 
class, the largest number ever in that de- 


partment. ; ) 
The report calls the attention of the 
d condition 


of the department of physics, which ren- 
ders the care of the valuable apparatus eX- 


ceedingly difficult, : 

Professor A. H. Patterson is highly com- 
mended for his interest in the electrical de- 
partment and for his organization among 
the students of the university and electri- 
cal society that holds regular meetings de- 
voted to the study of electricity. Chan- 
cellor Boggs strongly recommends the ap- 
propriation of sufficlent money to fully 
equip the electrical department and to 
vive an impetus to the department of 
electrical engineering. He holds that this 
is one of the most important studies of 
the age, and that unless the state univers!- 
ty gives to the young men of Georgia all 
the necessary facilities for securing such 
an education, they will simply go outside 
the state to get that education. 

The attention of the board is called to 
the crowded condition of the chemical lab- 
oratories, where two studerts are forced 
to work at one desk which, of course, ren- 
ders thorough teaching in that department 
an impossibility. 

Chancellor Boggs recommends that Mr. 

Homer V. Block, of Atlanta, be appointed 
a fellow in the department of chemistry, 
and pays Mr. Block a high compliment. 
’ Chancellor Boggs observed in his reports 
that the course in Latin and Greek at the 
university has now reached an equal place 
With that of the University of Virginia. 
He recommends the appointment of Mr. 
G. P. Hunt, of Cedartown, a member of 
the graduating class, as tutor in Latin and 
Greek, 

The recommendation Is made that Greek 
be made obligatory on A. B. students to the 
end of the sophomore years. The recom- 
mendation is made that the schcols of Latin 
and Greek be separated, and that the school 
of Greek be placed under the managemegt 
of Professor Willis H. Babcock, and the 
school of Latin be turned over to Profes- 
sor W. D. Hooper. 

The work done the department of 
mathematics is highly commended, and 
Professor Barrow complimented f high 
terms. The chancellor recommends the re- 
appointment of Mr. H. C. Moreno as tutor 
in mathematics. 

The work in English and elocution, under 
Dr. B. F. Riley, is praised highly. ‘The 
recommendation is made that Professor 
John Morris be made adjurct professor in 
this department. The growing demand for 
the teaching of Anglo-Saxon leads Chan- 
cellor Boggs to recommend the division of 
the school of English into two branches, 
viz.: English literature and rhetoric, in- 
cluding elocution, to be presided over by Dr. 
Riley; and English languageeand Anglo- 
Saxon, to be presided over by Professor 
Morris 
Sedveral Assignments Recommended. 

Professor Willcox’s department of mod- 
ern language has so increased in import- 
ance that Chancellor Boggs recommends 
lute appointment of an assistant professor 
of French and German. 

An assistant is recommended for Dr. 
Campbell, professor of biology. Dr. Me- 
Pherson, professor of history and political 
economy, is doing a splendid work in his 
department as shown by the report. , 

One of the most important recommenda- 
tions is in regard to the school of engineer- 
ing. Professor C. M. Strahan’ wishes to 
spend next year in Europe in studying his 
department, and the recommendation Is 
made that léave of absence be granted him 
on his furnishing a suitable professor in 
his place. 

The recommendation !s made that archi- 
tecture be added to this department, and 
that every necessary arrangement be made 
to give to the students in engineering every 
facility for becoming experienced archi- 
tects. This is an innovation which, to the 
minds of all to whom it has been suggest- 
ed, seems pregnant with good results. 

The report of Dr. Hunnicutt shows 
work done in the department of 
culture, and the recommendation is made 
that the present farm owned by the state 
college be exchanged for one better suit- 
ed for the purposes of the school. The 
winter school and farmers’ institutes are 
doing good work, and are cordially indorsed 
by Chancellor Boggs. 

The chancellor urges the board to fill 
the chairs of geology and astronomy at as 
early a date as possible. 

« The Military Department. 

Concerning the military department of 
the university, Chancellor Boggs is in a 
quandary how best tq secure attention to 
its rules. So many excuses from drill are 
rendered that it seriously interferes with 
the carrying. out of the contract between 
the university and the national government, 
which requires this military feature. He 
suggests the appointment of a cadet sur- 
geon to whom all applications for excuses 
shall be offered before they become effective. 
This recomméndation, if it is adopted by 
the board of trustees, will cast a bomb- 
shell into the camp of the college boys. 

An important recommendation is made 
in regard to the literary societies. It. is 
to the effect that the old rule be reinstated 
and that compulsory membership be no 
longer required of the students. It is be- 
lieved this will inure greatly to the benefit 
of the literary societies. 

It is recommended that the county school 
commissioners of Georgia be made the ex- 
aminers for the university, so that a young 
man in any county fn the estate may stand 
his entrance examination to the university 
without being put to the expense of com- 
ing to Athens to stand it. 

The report shows that the college Young 
Men’s Christian Association is doing a 
good work. Over half the students are 
members. The Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation has a nice reading room well 
stocked with religious books and periodi- 
cals. 

Reference is made to the gift of seversa! 
rare books and the “Cartoons of Raphael,”’ 
which have been made to the university by 
Miss Mitchell, a danghter of the late Wil- 
liam L. Mitchell, of this city. 

Reference is made to the Walthall bill 
now pending in congress, and Senator Ba- 
con and Secretary Smith are commended 
for their efforts in its behalf. There. will 
be a further consultation on the part of 
the university presidents this summer Tfook- 
ing to the passage of this bill. 

As to Athletics. 

Concerning athletics, Chancellor Boggs 
has something very interesting to say. He

| athletics, IT have only to say that my con- 


victions of their utility have been confirm- 
ed .by further observation and experience. 
The demand for physical culture is world- 
wice. The civilized peoples were all rep- 
resented in the recent athletic games in 
Athens, Greece, and the space given to the 
contests by the great newspapers of both 
continents showed plainly that in the 
world’s esteem they took rank along with 
the Armenian massacres and the move. 
merts of Russia on the Pacific, ocean. 
Men may object. but the facts remain. 
“For me, I believe that there is a divine 
providence behind all this and that the 
outcome will be a higher and stronger type 
of physical manhood to be in time the 
progenitors of a finer race of men and wo- 
men. Some will continue to’ say, ‘Let them 
do something practical. Let them chop wood 
or hoe corn.’ But everybody who under- 
stands college life knows that the sugges- 
tion is utterly impractical... Coal has dis- 
placed wood as fuel, and for the larger por- 
tion of the year there ig no corn to be 
hoed. And if the corn is growing all the 
while, students have no leisure to look it 
up. What they do must be done quickly, and 
after all, there are other things worth 
doing besides. making money, One of these 
things is to use exercises which science 
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shows to be adapted for molding the hu- 
man body into beauty and health. For the 
Master says, ‘The life is more than meat, 
and the body more than raiment.’ 

‘As for the immediate effect of athletics 
On this university Ido not hesitate to af- 
firm that the good vastly exceeds the evil. 
More than any one thing beside, athletics 
have put down the hurtful spirit of faction 
and the cliques that have since my coming 
arrayed the students in hostile camps, 
one against the other. Athletics have 
opened doors of friendly co-operation be- 
tween faculty and students.”’ 

The sum of $300 is recommended for the 
department of physical culture, and the 
recommendation of Dr. C. H. Herty, ath- 
letic inspector, that the brick house. and 
grounds on the southwestern corner of the 
campus be used for a gymnasium and base- 
ball grounds, was indorsed, to go into ef- 
fect whenever the necessary funds were 
available. 

The report of the chancellor has given the 
board of trustees an abundance of material 
for discussion and action.

The Governor and Staff To Visit the 
Soldiers Today. 


THE DAILY DRESS PARADES 


Witnessed by a Large Number of Spec- 
tators—The Regimental Commis- 
' sary in Charge of Wheatley. 


—_—- 


Camp Northen, June 12.—(Special.)—It has 
been very hot and oppressive in camp to- 
day, but this afternoon a shiower laid the 
dust and cooled the atmosphere to a de- 
vyree of pleasantness. The warm weather, 
however, has not interfered with the work 
of the camp, every detail of which is pro- 
ceeding with a smoothness and effective- 
ness rarely known. 

The regimental commissary, the new feat- 
ure of the encampment, has been found 
a great success, and the officers are won- 
dering why they never tried. it before. The 
commissary is in charge of Captain Wal- 
ter Wheatley, of Americus. 

The general condition of the camp is 
better than it has ever been. The general 
health of the soldiers is also better, while 
the hospital igs almost deserted. Past Sur- 
geon Williams says that he finds that 
those coming the greatest distance suffer 
most from sickness. Of those men who 
marched from Macon not one has any ill- 
ness at all, while the general health of 
these two companies is better than any in 
camp. $ 

First Sergeant Dr. C. D. Wall, Company 
G, was detailed to assist the medical staff 
while in camp. The condition of stretchers, 
medical supplies, ete., furnished by the 
state for the camp, is said to be very in- 
ferior. 

There was a large ard interesting crowd 
of spectators both at yesterday's dress 
parade and guard-mount this . morning, 
while another will go out this afternoon to 
watch the closing exercises of the day. 
There will be a guard-mount in the morn- 
ing in which every company of the Second 
regiment will take part. This will be very 
interesting, and the rivalry for the position 
of orderly will be very sharp, indeed. 

Orders will be read at parade this after- 
noon relative to the visit of the governor 
and his staff, which takes place tomorrow, 
and the review and inspection of the troops. 
Governor's day is always the big day of the 
the camp, and the only one on which every 
company goes on the parade ground. The 
grounds are thronged with people from all 
through this section, who frequently come 
fifteen and twenty miles to witness this 
imposing ceremony. Reveille will occur to- 
morrow at 5 o’clock in order that the gov- 
ernor and his staff may return to Atlanta 
at 6:30 o'clock. 

The order prohibiting vehicles and horses 
in front of the post will be rescinded this 
afternoon and all will be allowed to ride 
or drive where they can see\and be seen 
most advantageously. This will be appre- 
ciated by the soldiers as well as the pub- 
lic, for one of the greatest pleasures of the 
camp is found in the friendly meeting after 
dress parade.

TO SHUT DOWN. 


Griffin Cotton Mills Will Close for a 
Short Time. 

Griffin, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)}—At a 
recent meeting of the directors of the 
Griffin and Kincaid mills, it was decided 
to shut down both mills for the coming 
week, and though no definite action was 
taken in regard to running during the 
months of July and August, it is very 
probable that they will be closed for at 
last a part of the time. They will not 
run over half time at most. 

When seen in regard to this action, 
President Kincaid said it was a necessity 
arising from the fact that prices of manu- 
factured goods had fallen below the cost 
of production, and all orders accepted were 
filled at a loss to the mills. Both mills 
have a large supply of goods on hand and 
every yard of it nrust go at a sacrifice. 

Their action in closing down !s greatly 
to be regretted, but it cannot well be 
helped. It would be best not to run at 
all for the next two months, but they 
wish to hold their hands together and give 
them a means of earning a support. 

The Griffin mills will not be alone in this 
partial shutdown, as nearly every cotton 
factory in Georgia is either running on 
half time already or will soon follow. The 
financial condition of both companies is 
good, just as it has always been, and those 
in charge propose to keep it so. Their 
action in running the mills at a loss in 
order to give their ‘employes work is ap- 
preciated by the latter as well as the mer- 
chants of Griffin.

THE TRIAL OF WRIGHT 


For Slaying Dr. Blackwell in Colum- 


bus—Argument Begins Today. 

Columbus, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)—The 
testimony in the Walter Wright murder 
case closed this afternoon and the argu- 
ment bégins tomorrow.

In an in- 
terview ‘Mr. Wright stated that he killed 
Dr. Blackwell because he grossly insulted 
h:s sister, Miss Mattie Wright, by making 
he? an improper proposal. As he finished 
his statement the tears came into his eyes 
for the first time since the tragic shoot- 
ing, so far as is known, and he said that 
any man who would not have done like he 
did, under the circumstances, was not @ 
man. 

Miss Mattie Wright, the defendant’s sis- 
ter, was among the witnesses examined 
today. She said that she was accosted by 
Blackwell while on her way to her subur- 
ban home and was stopped and that he 
asked for her name and place of resi- 
dence, telling her his name as Dr. Black- 
well and offering to accompany her home, 
an offer she, of course, refused. He then 
asked her to accompany him down to the 
river. She refused and he offered her 
money to accompany him there. The 
young lady made him another emphatic 
refusal and he caught her hand and put 
his hand about her neck. She managed 
to jerk away from him and ran off. 

As she ran away Dr. Blackwell told her 
not to forget his name. 

The Recent Lynching. 

Judge Butt this morning charged the 
county grand jury on the subject of the 
recent double lynching here and it now 
looks like that body is going to make 
an effort to sift the affair. Appearances 
are that the tragic events of that ever-to- 
be-remembered day—Monday, June list— 
are to be officially investigated, besides the 
returning of several true bills. The grand 
jury evidently made a step toward the 
investigation of the double lynching. 

As a result of today’s session subpoenas 
were freely distributed about and soon it 
became talked that every person avail- 
able who witnessed the deeds of Monday 
week, known to the jury, was being 
summoned before that tribunal. The court 
officials and many persons present who 
were in the courtroom when the mob 
burst in all received subpoenas. The mat- 
ter is to come up before the jury Tuesday

The Late Session of Congress. 
Perhaps the most agreeable announce- 
ment which has come from Washington 


within the last few months, and by far 


the most effective measure of relief de- 
vised by the late republican congress, is 
the message which brings the gratifying 
news that congress has adjourned. 
Seldom has the bare announcement of 
a fact so ordinary and simple as this 


- ereated such intense pleasure among the 


democratic masses as it does at this 
time. 

The reason for this rejoicing is obvious. 
Instead of adopting some prompt and 
radical measure of relief, in accordance 
with its own declared intention, the re- 
publican congress has preferred to shoul- 
der upon the country still other and 
more oppressive burdens. Every hope has 
been disappointed and every fear real- 
ized. Hence the announcement that con- 
gress has adjourned falls upon the pa- 
tient and long suffering ear of the peo- 
ple like a song of deliverance. 

Let the mountains declare it to the 
breeze and the rivers proclaim it to the 
sea! : 

Now that congress has adjourned the 
cause of the people can gather fresh hope, 


and confidence in the future may spring 


up again. 

When congress convened’ several 
months ago, in the midst of a most em- 
barrassing financial panic brought on by 
existing monetary conditions, the repub- 
lican majority promised that within a 
few weeks the prevailing spirit of dis- 
content would be removed and that 
business would be as good as ever. This 
Sounded well enough at the time and 
there were many in both parties who 
were simple enough to believe the state- 
ment, although it was founded on noth- 
ing more than cheap political dogma. As 
the days have followed each other in 
slow procession, the country has waited 
eagerly for the pledges of these repub- 
lican leaders to mature. That time has 
never come. Like the rim of the horizon 
it has steadily receded. A host of trivial 
and unimportant matters have been dis- 
cussed with florid diction and patriotic 
gusto, but no substantial relief has been 
offered. In the meantime the closing 
hours of the session have drawn apace 
and congress has gathered up the drapery 
of its couch for the purpose of lying 
down to pleasant dreams: and still there 
isno relief in sight. The confident 
pledges which the republican majority 
in congress held up before the eyes of 
the country have disappeared like so 
much vapor. 

Had congress simply failed to redeem 
these pledges, without doing something 
else more serious, much could be forgiv- 
en. Unhappily, however, there is nothing 
in the recent session which appeals to 
clemency, but much which is deserving 
of the censure of both parties. Not only 
has congress stubbornly refused to heed 
the cry for help which has come from 
every quarter, but heavier and still more 
galling yokes have been imposed, until 
now the burden of republican legislation 
has become almost too oppressive to 
bear. 

From beginning to end the recent ses- 
sion of congress has been characterized 
by “a wasteful and ridiculous excess.” 
There has been no regard whatever for 
the pockets of the people, and money 
has been squandered as if it grew on 
trees or fell from the heavens like man- 
na. Never before has such reckless ex- 
travagance characterized the law mak- 
ing power of the land. Oppressive bur- 
dens have been heaped upon the people 
and vast sums of money have been ap- 
propriated for which no equivalent ben- 

efit will ever be received. In spite of 

the indignant protest of the people this 
extravagant waste of the nation’s rey- 
enue has proceeded, and nothing save 
the adjournment of congress has been 
able to arrest the stream of expenditures. 

But while the country is relieved in 
&@ great measure by the adjournment of 


4 vongress, there is nevertheless something 


+ emanate, 
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| pathetic in the dying throes of the ses- 


sion. Everything was hushed and sub- 
dued as the final hour of dissolution ap- 
proached, and even the correspondents 
in the press gallery failed to honor the 
occasion as had been the custom of that 
brigade from time immemorial. The 
apathy of those correspondents who had 
been the patient martyrs of the session 
was significant. More than words could 
possibly express, this speechless attitude 
of disgust emphasized the indignant 
feelings of the whole American people. 

But enough of this. Every one is fa- 
miliar with the shortcomings of the re- 
cent session of congress. ‘There can be 
no defense of the manner in which it 
has violated the sacred pledges and train- 
pled upon the rights of the people. These 
things will be remembered at the polls 
Mnext November, and the wrongs from 
which the people have suffered will be 
vindicated at the ballot box. 

Republican extravagance .will be re- 
buked and the party of Jefferson will 
be restored to power. So have the fates 
decreed! 

A Play for Words. 

It must be apparent to those who are 
watching the preliminary stages of the 
St. Louis convention that under the as- 
sumed uncertainty as to who is to be 
the nominee, there is another and deeper 
purpose in incubation. No’ intelligent 
reader need doubt for an instant that 
McKinley is already the practical nomi- 
nee of that convention; that if there be 
more than one ballot taken, it will be 


to make people think there was some dis- 
cord, under cover of which they will rush 
into performance of graver deeds. 

The fact is that the republicans are 
canvassing for the best words in which 
to declare for the gold standard without 
saying so in direct terms. They wish to 
have a reversible platform, which can be 
construed as gold in the east and silver 
in the west, and thus appearing in a 
false guise before the people, gather 
votes from east and west, secure a re- 
turn to power, When the cloven foot of 
Wall street will make its appearance 
again. The return of Mr. IKerens to St. 
Louis, after having visited Mr. MclWin- 
ley, and his promulgation of a mass of 
words which may be interpreted either 
way as a proposed financial plank, de- 
rives importance from the fact that it 
must have been MecQWKinley'’s pen which 
drew the project. 

Notwithstanding all the efforts which 
these men may make, the fact remains 
that the people are too much aroused to 
be taken in again. The issue which has 
been made during this presidential can- 
vass will not down. It will not give 
away to the tariff, it will not give away 
to internal improvements,- it will not 
give away to our foreign relations. It 
is in the front where the people have 
placed it, where they have determined 
that it shall remain until they shall have 
passed upon it and ended it in a decisive 
and final manner. No matter how much 
conventions and politicians may try to 
keep the financial question down, it will 
be forced up by the people, who have. 
been outraged too often, and who cannot 
be misled by honeyed words or ambigu- 
ous phrases, In ordinary times words 
may do. The fact is that almost all the 
differences between candidates for power 
consist in nothing but words—but now 
the people want something more. The 
present canvass has presented the ua- 
usual spectacle of state conventions meet- 
ing and instead of glittering generalities 
they have spoken upon the one subject 
and demanded the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. Even those conven- 
tions which have met and declared for 
the single gold standard, not referring 
to other subjects, were but the reflex of 
the determined silver fight, which pre- 
sented nothing else to view but that one 
issue, 

The people have forced the issue. The 
people will settle it—that is one fact that 
is beyond the dispute of candidates. 

A Dangerous System for the People. 

The Constitution had occasion on ves- 
terday to notice the eyident glee with 
which certain gold standard newspapers 
treated what they considered an effort 
on behalf of*the money power abroad 
to squeeze certain patrons and customers 
in states whose expression it cannot con- 
trol. 

We take occasion to advert to the sub- 
ject again to draw attention to the fact 
that it is admitted by these organs that 
our present monetary system is such that 
it is in the power of certain favored sec- 
tions to force their views upon unwilling 
communities, and that they are not 
above resorting to such means. If this 
fact be proved, and there can be no 
doubt about it, that the present monetary 
system is one which can be used by a 
small clique of men to the disadvantage 
and detriment of the masses, then, indeed 
the indictment which the silver men 
have brought against it has not been 
exaggerated. This admitted, proven 
fact sustains every position taken and 
every charge made by those who are 
opposed to the present financial machin- 
ery by which this country is governed. 

What better proof can be had of the 
inherent weakness of our financial Sys- 
tem than that it may be used, and has 
been used, to coerce and to corrupt legis- 
lation, not only in national matters but 
in the local affairs of the state, by being 
enabled to throttle the will of the people 
and compel them to submit to policies 
which ‘they detest? Putting aside the 
question as to whether it is best for a 
country to have a gold standard, a silver 
standard, a double standard, or any 
other kind which might be invented, the 
fact remains that under the present sys- 


tem there is in *his country a power 


by agreement among the leaders in order | 


| 


| which has in its hands the machinery 


by which not only the rights and liber- 
ties, but eventually, the lives of the 
people themselves may be attacked and 
taken away. This power finds it con- 
venient just now to use all its force to 
dragoon people into’ the support of the 
gold standard. We have seen how it 
could buy up congressmen, how it could 
swerve men hitherto regarded as pos- 
sessed of integrity away from the pur- 
pose of their lives, and double the price 
of the circulating medium, while it cut in 
two the prices of everything. else which 
the country produced. That is only the 
story of today; tomorrow may bring an- 
other—the destruction of the states 
themselves may become an object of 
interest to men, and the same means 
With which they have seduced and 
dragooned the elected representatives of 
the people may be repeated-for other 
purposes, of which it is impossible to 
conceive now. 

It is well for the people that they have 
been aroused to the existence of this 
monster of evil in our financial system, 
and they propose to remove it in such a 
peremptory way that no repetition may 
be looked for in the future. 
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A Negro for Vice President. 
In a delicate vein of humor, The Chica- 
go Chronicle, one of the strongest demo- 
cratic newspapers of the northwest, sug-

‘gests that some apology is due the negro 


for the manner in which he has been 
snubbed by the hotels of St. Louis. 

With only a few exceptions these 
hotels have firmly refused to admit the 
colored delegate, and in consequence 
there has been a considerable buzz in the 
republican camp. 

Kvery republican newspaper in the 
north and west has emptied the vials of 
its wrath upon the devoted head of St. 
Louis. Much has been said about the 
contamination of southern sentiment and 
the existence of a prejudice which has 
unhappily survived the days of slavery 
and secession. In ‘pious invocation these 
champions of the colored brother have 
‘alled upon the republican national com- 
mittee to resent the wrongs which have 
been imposed upon him and to insist 
that he be treated with the same defer- 
ence and respect accorded to white dele- 
gates. | 

Thus importuned, the republican’ na- 
tional committee has threatened to ‘pitch 
its tent in some other place unless the 
hotels of St. Louis should immediately 
come down from their high perch and 
make suitable amends, to the colored 
brother. 

linding themselves in a rather awk- 
ward position, some of these hotels have 
agreed to accommodate the colored 
brother and to give him the best in the 
pantry. 

The republican’ newspapers of Chi- 
engo have been extremely contentious 
for the last few days and have been as 
solicitous for the welfare of the colored 
brother as if he had been some wealthy 
foreigner who had come over to this 
country for his health. 

In mock solicitude The Chicago Chron- 
icle puts itself in the category of these 
newspapers and declares that nothing 
short of a nomination for the second 
place on the ticket should be accepted 
by these outraged delegates as a suf- 
ficient apology. 

Here is the language ef The Chicago 
Chronicle: 

The St. Louls convention must square it- 
self with the disgruntled, humiliated and 
outraged negroes. No mere disclaimer will 
serve. There must be upon the 
that convention signal action indicative o 
its faith in the negro and of its purpose to 
secure for him the highest possible recogni- 
tion as a man and a citizen. 

It is probably too late to reconsider the 
purpose of McKinley’s nomination, but the 
convention, if it would square itself with 
an outraged race, will select a negro of 
character and capacity for the second place 
upon the national ticket. 

If this suggestion is adopted by the 
St. Louis convention, what will become 
of the aspirations of that long string 
of candidates eager and waiting to 
grasp the coveted honor? 

In view of the attitude of the republi- 
can party toward the negro, laying 
aside all humor and discussing the mat- 
ter as a political proposition, the square 
and logical thing for the St. Louis con- 
vention to do is to color the prospect of 
success in November by nominating a 
good “sound money’ African for the 
second place on the ticket. 
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The Men Behind the Curtain. 

There was a time, and that not So very 
long ago, when the presidency of the Uni- 
ted States was an office before which all 
other names paled, when the arrival in 
Washington of no private citizen could 
eclipse that of the man whom the people 
had placed in the white house. 

But there are changes in Washington 
as there are everywhere else. We have 
lived to see the time when the arrival in 
the capital city of certain individuals 
would set all the politicians agog, and 
the newspaper men would flock around 
the hotels and the new arrivals in order 
to get a tip as to what surprises the 
government had in store. There is no 
use in disguising the fact that the news- 
paper correspondents in Washington 
City are experts in their profession, and 
that they know, if any one does, where 
the seat of information is. When, there- 
fore, they are seen quitting the white 
house, leaving their seats in the federal 
capitol, streaming up toward Willard’s 
or the Arlington, they know what they 
are doing and are pursuing no wild goose 
chase. : 

Why, for instance, should a man who 
holds no publie office, who stands in no 
responsible position to the people, who is 
simply an atom in the humanity which 
goes to make up the republic, be so court- 
ed and attract these spontaneous and 
universal attentions, is one of the mys- 
teries which ordinary people do not un- 
derstand. Uncharitable people might 
make: suggestions, but it is not Christian 
to be uncharitable, therefore that idea 
must be dropped. 

The people of the United States, the 
“plain people,” as Mr. Cleveland ponder- 
ously calls them, are anxious to see a 
change in this respect, when the arrival 
in Washington of a private speculator 
will not overshadow the majesty of the 
government itself. If we are to have 
a government, let it De presided over by 
those who hold responsible offices, and

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Senator Mitchell in The Forum. 

Senator Mitchell, of Oregon, the au- 
thor of the resolution for a constitutional 
amendment providing for the election of 
United States senators by the people, 
gives his reason for this important meas- 
ure in the current number of The Forum. 

He takes the position that what the 
people have a right to do by indirection 
they have also the right to do at the 
ballot box. In other words, instead of 
electing men whose ‘duty it is to name 
the United States senator, they can, if 
they see proper, elect a United States 
senator themselves. 

This popular method of election would 
preclude the possibility of such un- 
fortunate complications and deadlocks as 
frequently arise in state legislatures, 
incurring a heavy loss upon the tax 
payers of the state and making it 
impossible for other and More important 
business to proceed. 

Still another {important consideration 
lies in the fact that corruption and boss- 
ism would, to a very large extent, be 
overcome by a vote of the people. 

Under the present system there is 
quite a strong tendency, it is urged, to 
fill’ the state legislatures with small men 
whose only qualification for office is a 
willingness to vote for the party nomi- 
nee. 

Georgia has tried the experiment in 
the recent primary election which was 
held in various counties of the state 
last Saturday, and is prepared to in- 
dorse the views of Senator Mitchell on 
this important question. 

In the election of senators, as well as of 
members of the national house of repre- 
sentatives, the voice of the people should 
decide the issues of the campaign. 

It is only a question of time before 
the measure introduced and advocated 
by Senator Mitchell will become the law 
of the land. 
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A little eight-year-old boy died in Phila- 
delphia last week from the effects of a 
disease brought on by an abnormal de- 
velopment of the brain. His name was 
Gustav Schwab, Jr., and his parents are 
well to do people. Quite a large sum of 
money was expended in a vain effort to 
restore the little fellow’s health, and after 
death ensued it was decided to hold a 
post mortem examination for the purpose 
of locatfng the diserder which had so com- 
pletely baffled the efforts of medical ex- 
perts. After a thorough examination it 
was found that the child’s brain weighed 
fifty-five ounces, or four ounces more than 
the brain of the average man. The average 
weight of a child’s brain is only thirty-two 
ounces, “Dr. Joseph Leidy,’’ says The 
Philadelphia Record, “had a large brain, 
but it weighed three ounces less than that 
of Gustav Schwab, Jr. The child's brain 
was found to be in perfect condition, but 
On account of its size it grew downwara, 
forcing itself against the lower bones of 
the skull. About four years ago little 
Gustav had a fall and, supposing the 
child’s condition to be the result of this 
mishap, leading physicians of France, Bel- 
gium, Germany and America were con- 
sulted. An effort was made by the local 
physicians of Philadelphia to secure the 
child’s brain for scientific preservation, but 
the parents stubbornly refused to give 
their consent and the effort failed,”’ 


A clock which will run for fifty years at 
least, without attention, has been designed 
by a graduate of Tr.nity college and is

The clock is run entirely by electro-mag- 
nets, which are actuated by current from 
an earth battery. The pendulum, which 
is constructed after the usual pattern, with 
a wonden shaft and heavy. cylindrical 
weights for a bob, is suspended as usual, 
and runs the clock by the force of gravity. 
At each swing of the pendulum a current 
is sent around a pair of electro-magnets, 
first in one direction and at the other end 
of the swing in the opposite direction, thus 
giving the pendulum a pull in alternate 
directions. If these pulls are sufficiently 
strong to overcome the toss by friction of 
the nroving- parts of the clock it will con- 
tinue to vibrate as long as current is sup- 
plied. The earth battery, which is built 
in the ground near the building where the 
clock is set up, consists of several old 
boiler grate bars as one electrode, and sev- 
eral bushels of coke as the other. The 
battery will last, it.is claimed, for an 
indefinite period and should run the clock 
fifty or ope hundred years. 


One of the most valuable rings tn Ameri- 
ca Was presented to President Pterce, in 
1852, by the citizens of California. It is 
of massive gold, weighing upward of a 
pound; the circular portion is cut into 
squares, which are embellished with beau- 
tifully executed designs, the entire group 
presenting a pictorial history of California. 
The seal of the ring ig really a lid, which 
swings upon a hinge, and is covered with 
the arms of the state of California, sur- 
mounted by the stars and stripes. Un- 
derneath is a square box divided by. bars 
of gold into nine geparate compartments, 
each containing a pure specimen of the 
varieties of ore found in the country. 
On the inside is the following inscription: 
‘‘Presented to Franklin Pierce, the four- 
teenth president of the United States.” 

One of the most amusing and yet reliable 
descriptions of America is found in the 
columns of a newspaper published in 
Switzerland. The description runs in this 
wise: 

“Anmferica is a country in comparison to 
which Europe is a small peninsula. The 
United States is an empire by whose side 
the powers of Europe appear as petty 
states. America is the land of unmeasured 
capacity and dimensions, the land of dol- 
lars and electricity, the land ,where the 
plains are wider, the rivers greater, the 
water falls higher, the bridges longer, the 
express trains faster, the catastrophe more 
horrible than in all Europe; the country 
where the buildings are taller, the rascals 
more numerous, the poor poorer, the 
millionaires richer, the thieves bolder, the 
murderers less bothered, and educated peo- 
ple more rare than anywhere else. It is 
the land in which the teeth are more false, 
the corsets tighter, disease more dangerous, 
corruption more common, insanity more 
systematic, the summer hotter, the wihter 
more chilly, fire warmer and ice colder, 
time more costly than in sleepy old Eu- 
rope. The land where old men are younger 
and youths older, the niggers blacker and 
the whites yellower than elsewhere, the 
land of immeasurable natural resources, 
and of the most prodigious avarice. In 
short, America is the land of the greatest 
contrasts, the craziest presumption, the 
mrost reckless. hunt after the dollar; it is 
the land of everything colossal and un- 
approachable—the last, of course, from the 
American point of view.’’

REPUBLICANS LEAVE TODAY. 


Delegates to the National Convention 
Readty for St. Louis. 

The republican delegates who will at- 
tend the national convention at St. Louis 
as representatives of Georgia will leave 
Atlanta for the western metropolis today. 

Georgia will send up the largest republi- 
can delegation that she has ever sent to 
a national convention. Besides the regu- 
lar delegates and alternate delegates that 
have been elected a large number of out- 
siders who are interested in the contest 
will make the trip. A very low fare has 
been put on by all the railroads, enabling 
all who wish to go to make the trip very 
economically. 

All Georgia contests having been decided 
on Thursday there was little news re- 
ceived by the local republicans yesterday 
from St. Louis. The few telegrams that 
were received led to the belief that the 
anti-McKinley movement was making a 
last heroic struggle to down the Ohio man 
and that they had received decided en- 
couragement, though McKinley’s nomina- 
tion is still almost a certainty. 

The wily ‘“‘easy boss’’ of New York, ex- 
United States Senator Thomas C. Platt, 
was leading the combine forces at the 
convention city. If anybody is shrewd 
enough to bring order out of chaos in the 
anti-<McKinley combine it is Boss Platt, 
who, in New York, is regarded as a 
wizard in politics. He has absolute con- 
trol of New York's seventy-two votes and 
he will throw them to any candidate that 
can defeat McKinley, though outwardly 
he is supporting Governor Levi P. Morton 
with absolute loyalty. 

General Buck and a few of his intimate 
friends will not go to St. Louis with the 
regular delegation today, but will wait 
until tomorrow morning. 

The colonel said yesterday that the 
Georgia delegates, whether negroes or 
white men, would not have cause to com- 
plain at St. Louis on account of their 
accommodations. He has arranged for 
the “‘colored brother’ so that he will he 
comfortably housed during his stay in 
the convention city. 


ANOTHER HIGHWAY ROBBERY. 


Two Negro Boys Snatch Mrs. Owens’s 
Pocketbook. 

A bold highway robbery occurred at the 
corner of Oak and Lee streets, in West End, 
yesterday morning. The city seems to be 
infested by a gang of thieves, as this is 
the fourth case of this kind that has been 
reported in the last week. 

Mrs. C. L. Owens, who lives on St. 
Charles avenue, was walking on Lee street 
yesterday morning about 9 oclock, when 
two little negro boys approached her from 
behind and snatched her pocketbook from 
her hands. The robbers took to their heels 
down Lee street, and although they were 
pursued by several bystanders, they were 
not captured. 

Mrs. Owens was very much frightened 
and did not report the matter to the au- 
thorities until she reached home a few 
minutes later. The pocketbook contained 
only one dollar in silver and some small 
change.

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WILL THE TOWN 
BONDS BE PAID? 


Interesting Question Brought Up by the 
Action of the Supreme Court. 


CORPORATION ACTS NOT LEGAL 


If Issued by Towns Incorporated Un- 
der the Acts of 1899S. - 


THE RAILROADS HAVE LOST MONEY 


By Paying Taxes to Corporations 
Which Have No Right Under 
Law To Collect Them. 


The decision of the supreme court last 
Tuesday, by which the act of the legisla- 
ture of 1893, allowing the legislature to 
incorporate towns of less than 2,000 in- 
habitants, was declared null and void, 
is causing considerable stir. 

Since 1893, under this act of the legisla- 
ture, over one hundred towns have been 
incorporated. Bonds have been issued by 
many of these towns for waterworks, for 
school improvements and for other objects. 
According to the decision of the supreme 
court all such acts were illegal. These 
towns have elected mayors and councilmen 
and-aldermen, have imposed taxes and 
collected them; and all such acts were in 
the sight of the law, illegal. 

Many of the towns have collected taxes 
from the railroads passing through them 
All such taxes were illegally collected, 
but the railroads have no redress. In case 
they paid their tax by compulsion—that is, 
by the corporation levying on any of their 
property—they may appeal to the State 
for a return of the money, as having been 
illegally collected; but otherwise such 
money paid by the roads has gone to that 
proverbial place where the woodbine 
twineth, 

They cannot sue the town corporations 
for the money because, by the decision of 
the supreme court, the corporation no long- 
er exists, The same thing holds good for 
communities whtch have issued bonds. 
Many of the towns incorporated by the les 
islature since the act of 1895, have issued 
bonds for waterworks, school purposes anc 
other objects, All such bonds are virtu- 
illegal. 

In 1891 the legislature passed a law that 
all towns of less than 2,000 inhabitants be 
authorized to apply to the judge of the su- 
perior court for a charter of incorporation, 
or for any change in existing charters, or 
for authority to issue bonds. By some er- 
ror this law was. not indexed in the code, 
and this fact doubtless caused it to be 
overlooked by the legislators. 

In 1893 the legislature passed a law, em- 
powering that body to ‘issue charters, 01 
to make changes in existing charters,_or 
to grant authority for the issuing of bonds 
by such corporations. The constitutionality 
of the law has always been doubted, anu 
in the Georgia code for that year a foot 
note is affixed to this clause, calling at 
tention to its conflict with the constitution 
and questioning its validity. 

The matter came up before the suprem¢ 
court on Tuesday, and that court decidea 
that the law of 1893 was illegal, therefore 
putting the matter back on the basis 0: 
the law of 1891. Accordingly, all acts au- 
thorizing towns in the-class mentioned tc 
issue bonds, or changing existing charter; 
of towns ot under 2,000 inhabitants, passea 
by the legislature in accordance with the 
law of 159%, are illegal. 

The changes invoived are great. Man- 
chester, the Atlanta suburb, which by aci 
of the legislature was changed to College 
Park, igs no longer College Park, but Man. 
chester as of oid, in the sight of the law. 
iiven Winder, which was so long known 
by the less euphonious name of Jug Tav- 
ern, is restored once more to its pristine ti- 
tle, and is today Jug Tavern, so far as the 
law is concerped. 


Railroad Tax a Factor in the Case.

One of the most interesting features ol 
the case is its relation to the railroad tax 
bill, Since the act of 1893 there have been 
over one hundred towns incorporated in 
the state, every one of which has been 
entitled to collect a tax from the railroads 
passing through it. To incorporate a 
town in Georgia it is only necessary that 
the town shall have twenty-five qualified 
voters, and on the application of a major- 
ity of these voters to the proper authority 
a corporation may be authorized. As soon 
aS such a corporation is legally authorized 
it is entitled to levy taxes, and that means 
it can collect taxes from any railroad pass- 
ing through the corporate limits, it is 
said that only a few days ago a little sub- 
urb of Atlanta, whose population does not 
exceed one nundred qualified voters, col- 
lected a tax of $600 each from two railroads 
passing through the corporate limits. Had 
the railroads waited a little longer they 
would have escaped the tax, as it was not 
legally due, according to the decision of the 
supreme court, 

Just what effect this decision will have 
on bond issues remains tw be seen. If any 
of these towns incorporated since 1893 by 
the legislature have passed bonds, and they 
have been sold, in a legal sense they are 
worthless. 

Remedy for the Trouble. 

The remedy for the trouble is a very sim- 
ple one. The decision declaring the act of 
1893 unconstitutional restores things to the 
basis of the law of 1891, by which ary com- 
munity can apply to the judge of the su- 
perior court of the circuit in which the 
township is situated, for a charter of- in- 
corporation. So the action of the court 
need not affect the town charters so far 
as their future is concerned. By simply 
making application to the judge of the su- 
perior court they can secure charters, and 
begin life anew. But so far as the past is 
concerned, they no longer exist as corpora- 
tions. Their mayors, aldermen and coun- 
cilmen are statesmen out of jobs, having 
no legal right to office. 

There are several of these newly incor- 
porated towns in Fulfon. Some of them 
have been granted charters by the legis- 
lature since 1893. Others have had their 
charters amended. Today these charters 
and amendments are worthless. 

The gist of the situation is just this: 
Charters granted to towns of less than 
2,000 inhabitants by the legislature since 
the act of 1893 are null and void. All acts 
passed by the city councils of such towns 
are likewise ineffective and all bonds issued 
or taxes collected are illegal.

TWO BAD COLLISIONS. - 


THE SAME ENGINE RUNS INTO 
TWO VEHICLES. 
One Horse Shot by a Policeman After. 
Being Cut by the Engine. 
Was It Necessary? 


Two accidents of exactly the same char- 
acter occurred yesterday morning within 
twenty minutes of each other. 

An engine of the Western. and Atlantic 
railroad at 5 o’clock struck the ‘horse and 
wagon of George Thomas, colored, while 
it was crossing the track. The wagon was 
demolished. The horse was bruised and 
lacerated, and a policeman, with the sup- 
posed intention of humanely ending the 
animal’s suffering, shot him to death. 

Twenty minutes later the same engine, 
when passing Mangum street, ran into a 
cab and badly demolished it, besides cut- 
ting the hind leg of the horse in a bad 
manner. 

The same engineer having two accidents 
within such a short period, and both of 
the same character, made the case un- 
usually interesting, and an investigation 
was made. 

The first accident occurred because 
neither the driver nor the engineer saw 
the other until it was too late. The driver 
received a small scalp wound, but other- 
Wise escaped uninjured. 

A number of witnesses were present when 
the policeman shot the wounded horse. 
Many believe that his action, instead of 
being humane, was heartless and unneces- 
sary. One version of the story is that the 
horse was but slightly cut about the legs, 
dnd would have recovered rapidly and been 
in shape for work again within ten days if 
properly attended to. An eye witnéss re- 
ports that the reason the horse fell tne 
second time after he had been knocked 
down and had risen again was because of 
his excitement. He tried to cross the 
track, and the cross ties are not well bal- 
Jasted at that point. The track not being 
filled in, it is said that the horse caught 
his foot between the ties and fell. Some 
one suggested that the horse be shot, and 
it is said that the policeman, without 
making an investigation of the extent of 
the horse’s injuries, drew his revolver and 
shot the horse to death. 

Dr. Will Carnes, veterinary surgeon for 
the Western and Atlantic road, made an 
examination of the dead horse and report- 
ed that he found only a few skin cuts of a 
slight character on the legs, and that, so 
far as could be determined, there was no 
excuse for the horse’s having *been killed. 

The negro, George Thomas, says that he 
will bring suit for the recovery of the 
amount the horse was worth. The rail- 
road people will insist when the investiga- 
tion is made that the policeman was re- 
sponsible, 

The policeman was S. W. Turner, and he 
Claims that he was very deliberate about 
shooting the animal, and did not do it 
before he had assured himself that it was 
necessary. He says, further, that the 
owner asked him to kill the animal, as did 
several] others who were moved to pity by 
the horse’s suffering.

The sero be will assemble at the 
church and meet with the official meimnbers. 
After organizing and deciding on 4 mode 
of procedure, the commission will get ta 
work and endeavor to ascertain the cause 
of the trouble which culminated in the 
resignation of Rey. Dr. T. P. Cleveland, 
for many years pastor of the church. 

It it not known just how the commission 
will conduct the investigation. Such a pro- 
ceeding is seldom experienced by the churen 
members, and there are few cases of the 
kind at issue which the committee can be 
guided by in performing the dufy assigned 
to it by the high authority of the presby- 
tery. But it is certain that the eminent 
men chosen by the parent power will leave 
no stone unturned to get at the exact facts 
of the situation in the Fourth Presbyterian 
church. 

And it seems that nothing short cf a 
careful and painstaking investigation on 
the part of such a commission will bring 
out the real cause of the existing trouble. 
There are a number of explanations. being 
made of the situation, but they appear to 
be unsatisfactory to the Presbyterians tf 


the city and others. 

The special] commission appointed to look 
into the matter is composed of Dr. Strick- 
ler, Dr. Barnett, Dr. Frazer, Mr. Beattie 
and Mr. M. A. Candler. Each member of 
the commission has determined to make a 
careful investigation of the affairs «f the 
Fourth Presbyterian church, and it !s cer- 
tain that when the eommission concludes 
its labors and formulates a veport to be 
submitted to the presbytery, the gist of the 
dissention in the church will be known. 
The commission will make its report to a 
special session of the Atlanta presbytery, 
to be held on June 26th for the purpose of 
hearing from the commission. + 

It is believed that the commission Will 
‘first take the matter up with the elders 
and officers of the church, and failing to 
ascertain the cause of the trouble there, 
will call the congregation together and 
discuss the matter. It may be that a week 
will be occupied in investigating the mat- 
ter, and, on the other hand, a conclusion 
may be reached soon after the commission 
begins work Monday nightf. 

The Rumor Stoutly Denied. 

The members of the church are averse 
to discussing the matter while it is in the 
present condition, but they favor a full in- 
vestigation by the commission. Among the 
members there ate several different theories 
advanced as to the dissatisfaction which 
caused Dr. Cleveland to tender his resig- 
nation. It is known that many members of 
the church are northern people, and it is 
being rumored that the fact that Dr, 
Cleveland has been very prominent in con- 
fedcrate veteran circle matters had sume- 
thing te do with the present trouble. _. 

The rumor was indignantly denied by 
members of the church seen yesterday. 

Dr. Cleveland, for a number of years, has 
been chaplain of the Fulton County Con- 
federate Veterans’ Association, and he has 
always taken a leading part in the affairs 


cf that association. 

“Te report that Dr. Cleveland’s cornec- 
tion with the veterans’ association has 
anything to do with thé matter is absolute- 
ly untrue and without foundation in fact,’’ 
said Mr. B. F. Longley, of the church, when 
asked about the matter yesterday. 

Other members of the church seen spoke 
in the same vein, and all brand the rumor 
as idle talk. They say that the principal 
causes of the trouble have been elaborated 
upon, but there are certain matters of de- 
tail which would be difficult of general un- 
derstanding. Such matters will be laid be- 
fore the special commission, and the full 
facts will be brought out. 

His Friends at Work. 

Dr. Cleveland has many warm friends in 
the church and congregation, who will do 
all in their power to bring about a recon- 
sideration of the acceptance of his rcsig- 
nation by the church, if that can be done. 
They will endeavor to satisfy the commis- 
Sion that Dr. Cleveland has pleased a ma- 
jority cf the church members, and that the 
request for his resignation was not ‘he real 
desire of the church as a body.

The proposed ordinance Was designed to 
prohibit traffic of all kinds on the streets, 
leaving the roadways clear for the wheel- 
men. The matter came up on a petition 
signed by a number of cyclists of-the city 
and when it was presented to the council 
the paper was referred to the ordinance 
committee. 7 

Chairman Colvin, of that committee, 
caused an ordinance to be drawn up on 
the line of the petition so that -he matter 
could be properly acted upon. Yesterduy 
afternoon the committee was called tegeih- 
er and after considerable discussion it Was 
decided to report the ordinance to 
the council with an unfavorable reccm- 
mendation. There is said to be a good 
deal of opposition to the project and it 
geems as if the question will fail of adop- 
tion. 

While there are some councilmen who do 
not think the streets can be regulated in 
favor of the cyclists, still there is a miow- 
ing sentiment in favor of providing better 
roadways for the popular mode of travel 
by many people. The cyclists say that the 
streets are in bad condition in many 
places and it will be no surprise to many 
at an early date to see the wheelmen of the 
city among those who urze ine recessity 
of street improvements and the laying of 
such paving as is best for the ° iders, 

In many cities of the country the wheel- 
men have taken a promiient part in the 
matter of public improvement lerislation 
and in many places they have succeeeded in 
persuading towns and cities to provide 
roadways where they formerly kad none.

MRS. MORGAN RELEASED FROM HER VOWS 


Two Divorce Cases Were Heard Be- 
fore Judge Lumpkin and Matri- 
monial Knots Were Untied. 


Mrs. Blanche Estelle Wilder, a young 
woman who says she married an actor be- 
cause she desired to go on the stage and 
upon the promise that she was to be given 
a deed to a farm in McDuffie county, was 
granted a divorce yesterday morning in the 


superior court. 

The young wife stated that the cpera 
troup which she was to join did rot ma- 
terialize, and she had not been rarried 
many days before she discovered that her 
husband was not the brilliant theatrical 
star she supposed him to be. The deed 
to the McDuffie farm was not delivered, 
and she awoke to the realization that her 
dreams of the stage and fortune had been 
rudely shattered, 

Not only was she disappointed in this, but 
she said her husband soon began to ireat 
her cruelly, and more than once he threat- 
ened to kill her. She says she frequently 
received cruel and inhuman treatment, 
threats, abuse and assaults, and ner life 
was made miserable, 

Not many weeks after the marriage, she 
charges her husband with deserting her. 
She says he left her, but returned after 
awhile and as she still loved him, she 
readily forgave him and hoped that their 
lives would then be happier. In a short 
while, she says, he left her the second 
time, and has never returned. Last year a 
baby blessed the'union, and the wife asked 
the court to give into her possession the 
custody of the child. 

Mrs. Wilder says her husband is a_ ha- 
bitual drinker, and has shown by his ac- 
tions that he has ceased to care tor her. 

Mr. Wulder filed an answer to the zlle- 
gations, in Which he denied most of the 
charges, and stated that he left his wife 
for good reasons, and that she was to 
blame, and not he, for the separation. 

The jury considered the issue for only a 
few moments, afid a verdict granting the 
wife a total divorce was returned. 

A Wife’s Sad Story. 

Mrs. Mamie W. Morgan filed suit yes- 
terday for a total divorce from her hus- 
band, B. D. Morgan, whom she says is 
not a.resident of the state any longer, as 
he has abandoned her and left her to sup- 
port her little daughter.

“Mr. C. H. Plyer—My attention has been 
called to your card in The Constitution, 
printed in reply to an interview with Mr.

Oothout’s statement to me was that the 
unsettled business of Seddon & Plyer was 
indebted to his companies in or about the 
amount stated, but that Mr. Plyer claimed 
‘that the firm of Seddon & Plyer was dis- 
solved on April ist, before the bulk of 
this liability was due. He also stated that 
he knew Mr. Plyer personally to be very 
much of a gentleman, having known his 
father in a business connection and social- 
ly in the most pleasant way; that Mr. C. 
H. Plyer stated that the firm of Seddon & 
Plyer was dissolved on April ist, and ten- 
dered to the company’s attorneys, Glenn & 
Rountree, his share of any ,iability that 
might have been incurred prior to that 
time. This proposition was declined sin.tly

CRETE AND CUBA. 


Editor Constitution—In your issue of the 
Sth there appeared an editorial under the 
caption, ‘‘A Parallel and a Lesson,” which 
deserves more than a passing notice. 

The parallel between Crete and Cuba, 
Greece and the United States, contains 
some lines which should draw the blush 
to our Amerfean cheeks. 

Crete’s area hardly equals one-tenth of 
Cuba’s and her population is scarcely one- 
fifth that of the Antillean queen, while 
Greece's population is less than one- 
fiftieth of ours and her area is even 
more disproportionate. ‘Moreover, the 
little thellenic kingdom—a ‘kingdom “ 
through eternal coercion, not from its 
peoplé’s choice—is held in iron bands by 
great European powers which scruple not 
to sacrifice her territory or her people to 
their own selfish interests or to the 
Turkish moloch as well. Can any student 
of history ever forget or forgive England’s 
baseness when, in the Greek revolution, 
after the patriots had practically con- 
quered a peace by driving over their bor- 
ders the Turkish assassins? England’s 
fleet convoyed Jbrahim Pasha’s trained 
army of Egyptian butchers to the shores 
of Greece to begin anew the ‘work of 
slaughter and spoliation? Well, indeed, 
for Britain’s fame that she had also a 
Byron, a Finlay, a Gordon, a Masson and 
other brave souls who moved by no sel- 
fish motives, staked their all for Greciau 
freedom. Yet little Greece today is. mus- 
tering all her strength and imperiling 
her own national existence to air her 
suffering Cretan countrymen—country- 
men of the same faith and lineage and 
heirs to the same glorious language and 
history of old Greece. 

Two and a half centuries ago the Turks 
landed in Crete an army of half a hundred 
thousand soldiers—a number greater than 
that of the whole arms-bearing popula- 
tion of the island; yet it required about 
a quarter of a century of rapine, and 
butchery to complete the conquest, and 
Candia, the metropolis, sustained the 
longest siege on record—twenty-one years 
—before its capture. Even then the spirit 
of the brave islanders was not entirely 
broken. Like their fellow patriots, the 
Klephts, on the mainland, when no 
longer able to bear the outrages of the 
jannissaries, the poor Cretans fled to their 
mountains, those eternal bulwarks of free- 


dom, and from the fastnesses of old Jda

and Kophino continued the struggle with 
their oppressors. 

Thus for 200 years this devoted island 
has hardly known genuine peace. The 
heroic Sphakiotes held the mountains 
while the Turks devastated the plains. 

In 1866 a general rebellion was inaugu- 
rated almost at the same time when Cuba 
was striving to throw off the Spanish 
yoke. But what means a Turkish victory? 
Burnt towns, slaughtered children, ravish- 
ed women and the besom of destruction 
sweeping all. 

Knowing well what such a struggle fore- 
shadowed, all the patriots who could. 
sent their daughters and helpless children 
away from the island before the storm 
broke and commended them? to the care 
of their countrymen on the mainiand.. It 
was a life and death conflict.on which 
they were entering. 

Of that long struggle we need not 
speak. But on one chapter of its history 
Americans mgy look with price, viz, on 
the work of e American mission schools 
among those destitute Cretan children in 
Athens and other Greek cities. A multi- 
tude of these bereft ones were collected 
into the mission schools and taught, fed 
and clothed by American charity. The 
writer often attended those Sabbath and 
day schools and had opportunity to ob- 
serve the eager interest of those bright- 
eyed orphans in their work. Most had 
mither country nor kindred more. To 
them the world was all ‘wilderness save 
as their own hands might carve their own 
destinies. 

But did they forget the generous hands

It was the morning of America’s 
national Thanksgiving day. The stars 
and stripes were floating in the breeze 
from the flagstaff above the American le- 
gation in Athens. A half-dozen Ameri- 
cans—residents or.travelers—sleevilv re- 
called the fact that in the distant home- 
land their countrymen would keep the 
annual passover—only this and nothing 
more. But what could those foreign chil- 
dren know of that last autumnal Thurs- 
day of the year? What could it be to 
them? About 10 o'’clock that morning 
from the legation was heard the strain 
of approaching music and soon a great 
army of those Cretan children, with their 
teachers and bearing banners, halted in 
the street before the gate. The minister 
Was surprised. Why had they come? He 
Was not left long in doubt. The mission- 
aries explained that these wards of 
‘American \philanthrophy ‘were come _ to 
express to the American minister and 
through him to the great nation whom he 
represented their gratitude and love for 
their noble-hearted ‘benefactors in the 
land of the setting sun. What a glad oc- 
casion it "as; how warm were the 
speeches; how hearty the huzzas: how 
joyfully rang out from those youthful 
throats our national hymns waking the 
echoes of hoary Hymettus and the haunts 
of the muses among the olives of the old 
academy. It was indeed a joyous time. 

Now these children of murdered patri- 
ots are renewing the never-ending con- 
flict for freedom and native land, and 
their brother Greeks are standing ‘with 
them and for them perchance in defiance 
of Europe. 

What. a contrast to our apathy in the 
Cuban. struggle! Must we withhold our 
sympathies from thog@ oppressed? At our 
very doors we see a life and death con- 
flict. waging. The pearl of the Antilles, 
brightest gem in the West India coronet, 
is today deluged in lood. Cuba sits in 
sackcloth among her! Own ruins. Her chil- 
dren are in arms or in exile; her planta- 
tions are waste; the owl and the bittern 
flit about her desolate homes. Must such 
a struggle go on forever? Must the tyrant 
masters who spared not one drop of the 
blood of the proud old Carib race—once 
lords of the island~who have crushed 
every uprising of the oppressed by death, 
or worse, by imprisonment in loathsome 
mines, forever excluded from the light of 
day? Must these Neroes be permitted to 
continue their work of blood and waste? 
Is. international law so sacred that it 
must shield red-handed murder; that the 
common rights of humanity must stand 
aside for abstract formulas of the na- 
tion’s code? Do we concede the inalien- 
able right of governments to butcher their 
own subjects without let or hindrance? 
Did that God who made all men of one 
blood intend that our sympathies should 
be bounded fast and fixed by arbitrary 
state lines? For shame! International 
quackery protects the Turk smrhile he 
butchers the Armenian. Must, it also 
shield the Spaniard while he butchers the 
Cuban? Nay, nay. Let our nation inter- 
fere, not for conquest, but in behalf of 
the oppressed and on the side of . hu-
